Openings for British Trade. 





The object of the exhibition conmission, which came into 
existence on the Ist January, and has an office in Berlin W. 9, 
Linkstrasse 25, is to form a central organisation that shall deal 
with current exhibition questions, collect material and particulars 
relating to exhibitions, provide interested parties with information 
on all exhibition matters, as well as support them with action and 
advice. The Commission will extend its activities to German and 
International exhibitions abroad, to foreign and International 
exhibitions in the German Empire, as well as to German exhibi- 


tions in the German Empire, and will cover the whole area of 


German industrial life. 


BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Sweden.— Owing to two instances having recently occurred of a. 
British subject arriving in Sweden for the purpose of carrying on 
a trade in that country, but ignorant of the requirements of 
Swedish law in the matter, H.M. Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. 
Villiers) has furnished the following statement of what the law, 
regulating the right of foreigners to carry on a trade in Sweden. 
prescribes, viz. :— 

(1) That it shall rest with the King, upon an application from 
any foreigner for obtaining the right to carry on a trade in 
Sweden, to decide whether such an application should or should 
not be granted. 





(2) That such application as aforesaid shall, besides containing: 


a statement of the city or place in the country where the trading 
business is intended to be carried on, be accompanied by the 


following documents, viz.: (a) A certificate showing that the. 


applicant is of age and is known to have an unimpeachable. 
character ; (6) A bond issued by a solvent party guaranteeing, or 
giving security for the payment of taxes and rates for the 
period of three years. 

In addition, some reliable credentials should be produced im 
order to meet the further enquiries about the applicant that 
may be made by the proper authorities with whom the application 


shall be filed, the said authorities being ‘‘ Ofverstathallare- 
Embetet,” Stockholm, and/or the Governor ( “ Landshofding ”) of 


the province or provinces concerned. At least two such credentials 
should be furnished, signed and sworn to by someone occupying 


a position entitling him to confidence [such as that of Justice of 


the Peace] before an Administrator of Oaths. A copy of an 
adequate form of credential may be seen by British traders at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of ‘Trade, 73,.

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BOOT AND SHOE TRADE ACCESSORIES IN EGYPT. 


The following particulars of the imports into Egypt of acces- 
sories used in the boot and shoe trade are taken from the 
“ Bulletin” of the French Chamber of Commerce at Alexandria. 
‘These articles are not separately classified in the import returns, 
and it is therefore impossible to give detailed statistics. In view, 
however, of the increased demand for boots and shoes in Egypt, it 
may reasonably be inferred that the demand for accessories is 
also increasing. 

Blacking, Polish and Varnish find'a ready sale, especially: brown 
and white pastes, as light-coloured shoes are largely worn; blacking 
is less in demand. ‘The best qualities come from France, the 
United States and the United Kingdom; the cheaper qualities 
from Germany, Greece and Austria. The inferior qualities. com- 
mand a large sale, owing to their use by bootblacks, who are very 
mumerous in Egypt. Prices vary between 40 francs and 60 francs 
per gross. Two French brands of varnish are sold at most boot 
shops; hardly any other brands are to be found in the country, 

Wax, mainly of the very lowest: quality, is imported chiefly from 
Austria and Germany. The European makers, however, obtain 
supplies of a better quality from France. 

A great variety of button-hooks are sold, mainly from Germany, 
which country supplies them at a low price ; there are also a few 
French makes on the market. | 

Machine needles and awls are furnished almost exclusively by 
the United Kingdom and Germany. 

Despite severe competition on the part of Italian and German 
manufacturers, French shoemaker’s knives are most in demand. 

Wooden pegs come mainly from Germany, a small quantity being 
furnished by Belgium and Russia. 

French iron pegs, although the dearest on the market, command 
the largest sale; Belgium sends a small quantity. 

Formerly French elmwood trees monopolised the market, but 
these have been largely driven out by beechwood trees of German 
make ; these are less solid, but admirably finished, and cost from 
25 to 30 per cent. less than the French article. There is an ever- 
growing demand for trees, owing to the development of the native 
bootmaking industry. 

Germany and the United Kingdom furnish all the boxcloth used, 
and satin and serge come exclusively from the United Kingdom. 

There is a very large sale of lining cloth, supplied chiefly by Italy 
andGermany. The variety most in demand is 70 centimetres wide, 
and costs from 40 to 50 centimes per metre. 

The sale of elastic cloth has decreased considerably, lace-up boots 
being more generally used of recent years. 

Hemp linen and silk thread is imported from Italy and Germany, 
some special French marks are also sold, but only in’ small 
quantities. 
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Machine silk comes exclusively from the United Kingdom, 
France furnishes most of the silk laces, and a certain amount of 
the other varieties; but German and Italian competition is 
keen. 

Shoe-horns were at one time furnished exclusively by France, 
but now come largely from Italy and Germany. The United 
Kingdom also sends a certain number of good quality, which sell 
at from 10 to 15 per cent. more than those supplied by other 
countries. 

Ribbons from Saint Etienne, which at one time monopolised the 
market, have been ousted by German makers who produce an 
article of no appreciable difference in quality and sold at a cheaper 
rate. 

Hog bristles are imported from France and Belguim.

The value of the total special trade of Germany (Customs Union) 
with Africa (exclusive of Madagascar) in the year 1905, as shown 
in Vol. XIV. of Part 1 of the German trade volume, was 
17,036,000/., as compared with 15,234,000/. in 1904 ; the imports 
into Germany from Africa for home consumption (exclusive of 
precious metals) being valued at 11,094,000/. in 1905, as against 
10,190,000/. in 1904, and the exports from Germany to Africa of 
German produce and manufactures (exclusive of precious metals) 
amounting in value to 5,942,000/. in 1905, as compared with 
5,044,000/. in the previous year. 
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The following tables show (A) the value of the imports for home 
consumption into Germany, and (B) the value of the exports of 
domestic produce from Germany, from and to the African Continent

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German South West Africa—'he chief articles exported from 
Germany to German South West Africa were oats, 104,900. 
(129,7001. in 1904); beer in bottles, 96,600/. (35,2000. in 1904) ; 
chocolate, 50,6001. (8,200/. in 1904); salt butter, 37,200/. (8,7001. 
in 1904); table delicacies, 35,100/. (11,8001. in 1904); railway 
material and cigars. Besides the increases shown, noteworthy 
advances took place in cocoa-powder, rye meal, cigars, railway 
trucks, mineral waters and sugar. (Germany imported from this 
colony chiefly ostrich feathers, gold ore, bark, caoutchouc, all 
of which showed increases, as well as copper ore, myrobalans, and 
ivory in which decreases were recorded. 


French Africa.—-The principal articles of German export to 
Algeria were:—Raw tobacco, 6,250. (3,600/. in 1904); patent 
fuel, 6,1001. (8,050/. in 1904); machinery and parts, not in- 
cluding sewing machines and locomotives, 5,100/. (1,400/. in 
1904); coal; potatoes; coarse and enamelled ironware; and 
essential oils. The exports of coal and fuel show a notable falling 
off. The chief imports into Germany from Algeria were phos- 
phate, 213,850/. (196,900/. in 1904); cork, 79,950/. (107,9501. 
in 1904); vegetable hair, 53,150/. (31,650/. in 1904); iron ore, 
42,8001. (66,2501. in 1904) ; zinc ore, 40,6001. (29,0507. in 1904) ; 
wool; sheepskins; and wine. Copper ore appeared for the first 
time in the statistics of German imports from Algeria, with a 


valve of 5,3501. 


The principal German exports to Tunis were gold and silverware, 
10,0002. (900/. in 1904); machinery and parts, 7,950/. (2,850/. in 
1904) ; leather, 2,800/. (7,350/. in 1904) ; coarse ironware, 2,700I.

The quantity of gold and 
silverware decreased, but the value assigned was considerably 
higher.

Germany's exports to French West Africa consisted chiefly of 
close-woven cotton tissues, 23,300/. (15,4502. in 1904); gun- 
powder, 10,9507. (8,950l. in 1904); cutlery, 9,500/- (4,200. in 
1904); beer in bottles, 6,100. (4,900/. in 1904); rice; brandy 
in bottles, 5,750/. (7,150/. in 1904); spirits in casks; and 
ironware. The falling off in the trade in spirits and brandy 
noticeable since 1897 continued during the year under review. 
Germany’s principal imports were caoutchouc, 180,800/. (102,5001. 
in 1904); ground nuts, 78,100/. (146,550/. in 1904); palm kernels, 
27,3501. (35,7501. in 1904); and mahogany. 


Portuguese Africa.The most important articles of export from 
Germany to Portuguese East Africa (Mocambique) were :—Cotton 
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goods, 29,9007. (17,0007. in 1904); cement, 19,700/. (20,7001. in 
1904); coarse ironware, 15,700/. (22,500/. in 1904); condensed 
milk, 13,6001. (1,350/. in 1904) ; fine ironware, 11,5500. (10,5000. in 
1904) ; coarse wares of soft indiarubber, 9,2501. (2,6501. in 1904) ; 
bottled beer ; rails (an increase) ; machinery (an increase) ; copper 
alloy wire; and explosives (an increase). The only noticeable 
decrease was that shown in coarse ironware. Germany’s chief 
imports were caoutchouc and gutta-percha, 147,400/. (117,700I. in 
1904); ground nuts, 39,800/. (17,3001. in 1904); mangrove and 
mimosa bark, 36,9501. (15,7500. in 1904) ; coffee, 28,7501. (17,3502. 
in 1904); and beeswax, 13,300/. (12,4002. in 1904). To Portuguese 
West Africa, Germany’s chief exports were :—Close-woven cotton 
tissues, 12,3501. (5,550/. in 1904); coarse ironware, 9,2001. 
(11,4001. in 1904); cutlery, 5,250/. (5,200/. in 1904); gunpowder, 
5,000/. (5,3507. in 1904); railway sleepers and fishplates (an 
increase) ; fine ironware (a decrease) ; clothing (an increase); and 
beer in bottles (an increase}. Her principal imports were cocoa 
beans, 212,950/. (244,4500. in 1904); caoutchouc and gutta-percha, 
126,750/. (115,4501. in 1904); coffee (a decrease); beeswax (a 
decrease); palm kernels (an increase); and ground nuts 
(a decrease). | 


Egypt.—The classes of articles of German export to Egypt in 
1905, amounting in value to over 100,000/. each class, were woollen 
goods, close-woven cotton tissues, gold and silver goods ; and to over 
50,0001., each class, rails and fishplates, coarse ironware (including 
enamelled), fine ironware (including firearms and cutlery), half- 
silken goods, cotton hosiery, and locomotives and locomobiles. 

The values of those exports in which noticeable increases took 
place were as follows :—Gold and silver goods, 104,350/. (88,2501. 
in 1904); wheaten flour, 13,1501. (mone recorded in 1904); electric 
cable, 18,3501. (5,600/. in 1904); cotton embroidery, 12,4001. 
(5,2501. in 1904) ; cotton lace, 13,5001. (8,4002. in 1904).

gold, silver and coloured paper ; women’s apparel, locomotives 
and locomobiles, rye meal, beer in bottles, wrought iron plates and 
woollen yarns, whilst in close-woven cotton tissues, coarse 
ironware, woollen goods, sporting guns and earthenware de- 
creases occurred varying from 29,5001. in the case of the first- 
named to 10,0002, in the case of the last. ‘The chief articles of 
import into Germany from Egypt were:—Cotton, 2,395,0001.

onions, &c., 105,0001. (85,0001. in 1904); and gum arabic, 55,0001.

Congo Free State.—Germany’s principal articles of export to the 
Congo Free State were: Bottled beer, 8,150/. (10,900/. in 1904); 
close-woven cotton tissues, 6,300/. (4,450. in 1904); coarse 
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ironware, 4,100/. (4,000/. in 1904); cutlery, 3,4007. (7001. im 
1904) ; porcelain (an increase); and gunpowder. Open-woven 
cotton tissues showed a decrease. Amongst imports into Germany 
from the State, rubber was easily first, with a value of 527,9001. 
(560,6002. in 1904); ivory came next, with 20 0001. (22,1500. in 
1904); then palm kernels and resins. 


Morocco.—Germany’s principal exports to Morocco consisted of 
rice, 26,5501. (1,250. in 1904). and woollen goods, 12,4501. 
(15,8007. in 1904); while her chief imports from Morocco were 
sheep’s wool, 90,2501. (57,6501. in 1904); dried almonds, 65,3001. 
(90,2001. in 1904); ox hides (an increase); sheepskins (an 
increase); resins (an increase); goatskins (a decrease); and 
beeswax (a decrease). 


Liberia.—The principal merchandise exported from Germany to 
Liberia consisted of jewellery and fancy goods, 3,400/. (3,050/. in 
1904) ; fine brassware, 2,800/.; close-woven cotton tissues, 1,950l- 
(2,3501. in 1904); gunpowder, beer in bottles, and rice; and the 
chief goods sent in return were: piassava, 28,600/. (32,7001. 
in 1904); palm kernels, 10,5001. (20,4001. in 1904); coffee 
6,4501. (8,5001. in 1904); caontchouc and gutta-percha, 4,5001. 
(1,850/. in 1904); palm oil (a decrease), and ivory. 


Abyssinia.*—Chief amongst exports from Germany to Abyssinia 
were cutlery, 1,600/. (900/. in 1904); perfumery, 7501. (3000. in 
1904), glass and glass beads, 600J. (4001. in 1904), wares of gold and 
silver, pearls, &c., 550. (none recorded in 1904). ‘The advance in 
the value of Germany’ s imports from Abyssinia was due to the 
increase in ox and cow hides, which showed a value of 25,3501. in 
1905 as compared with 350/. in 1904. Other articles were bees- 
wax, hides and skins for furs, and sheepskins.

ECONOMIC CONDITION OF HUNGARY. 


The following particulars are extracted from a report by H.M. 
Consul-General at Budapest (Mr. F. 8. Clarke) on the economic 
condition of Hungary during 1906, based on an article in the 
** Pester Lloyd ” :— 

There was a steady improvement during the year in the welfare 
and prosperity of Hungary. A policy of greater development of 
trade and industry is being actively pursued. Agriculture is being 
carefully fostered, and economic progress in general is being ensured 
by‘all possible means. Hungary, in fact, shared to some extent in 
the general European prosperity, as is shown by the rise in the 
price of landed property and of building ground and in the increase 
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of deposits in the savings banks from 129,666,000. in 1905 to 
137,500,000/. in 1906. This steady increase is chiefly due to the 
improved conditions of agriculture, last year’s harvest having been 
one of the best that the country has had in the last twenty years. 
The total value of agricultural production at present is 93,750,0001.; 
this is due to the rise in the price of wood and to the increased 
profit from cattle breeding. Among the first measures that the 
Government propose to introduce in the interest of agriculture are 
the settlement of small farmers on homesteads and the relief of 
indebtedness of small landed properties. In consequence of the 
good harvest there was in 1906 a considerable falling-off in the 
importation of agricultural products, and a considerable increase 
in the exportation of industrial products. 

. Industrial activity in Hungary during 1906 increased, but 
only to a moderate extent. The establishment of fifteen new 
factories was effected, among them a soft iron foundry, a leather 
goods factory, a silk factory, three wool spinning and weaving 
mills, a cotton spinning and weaving mill with furnishing 
appliances, two cotton weaving factories, a mechanical lace factory 
and a bleaching and dyeing establishment, A capital of twenty 
million crowns (833,000/.) is invested in these new factories, and 
four and a half million crowns (187,000/.) is to be spent on the 
extension of existing factories. As regards strikes, the situation 
still remains critical, the more so as depopulation is going on 
owing to the stream of emigration—including some of the best 
workmen—to America. 

The revenue from railways, in consequence of increased traffic, 
was augmented last year by over twenty million crowns (833,000/.). 
A great want of locomotives and goods trucks was felt, for which 
no remedy has yet been found. It is estimated that 300 more 
locomotives, 20,000 more goods trucks, and some hundreds more 
kilometres of railway lines are urgently needed, the total cost of 
which would be between sixty million crowns (2,500,000/.) and 
eighty million crowns (3,333,000/.). 

The Government has been giving its attention to the question 
of the building of more canals, and has been seeking to render 
possible the scheme for the Danube-Theise Canal. A “ Free 
Navigation Law ” was passed with the object of subsidising the 
building and running of Hungarian vessels. A project was also 
started for the establishment of a purely Hungarian company for 
a direct Hungarian-American steamship line.

PORTUGAL—SWEDEN. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of a 
‘al copy of a despatch from H.M. Representative at 
ee Lisbon, reporting that a Law authorising the 
Declaration ratification of the Commercial Declaration 
betweenthe above between Portugal and Sweden of the 16th 
Conners. April, 1904, having passed both Houses of the 
Cortes, received the Royal assent on 20th December last. 

By the Declaration in question the two countries accord to one 
another most-favoured-nation treatment in all matters of commerce 
and navigation, products of Portuguese colonies re-exported from 
Portugal to Sweden being expressly included in this provision. 
Exception is, however, made as regards special favours which are 
or may in future be granted by Portugal to Spain or Brazil, or by 
Sweden to Norway or Denmark. In addition, it is stipulated that 
the Portuguese Government may hold itself released from the 
obligations of this arrangement should the limit of the alcoholic 
strength of wines fixed by the present Swedish tariff be lowered 
to the detriment of Portuguese wines. In such circumstances the 
arrangement will immediately cease to be operative. 

The Declaration is to remain in force until one year after 
denunciation by either Contracting Party. 





SPAIN.

Portable engines, machines for sowing (drills), harvesting machines, 
mowers, maize shellers, machines for cleaning and sorting grain, 
threshers and winnowers are dutiable under No. 745 of the 
Tariff at the rate of 2 lei per 100 kilogs. only if they are imported 
complete, whether put together or not. Parts of such machines 
imported separately or as spare parts are dutiable as wares of the 
materials of which they are made. 


Frames ; mouldings—The duty of 150 lei per 100 kilogs. pro- 
vided for in No. 293 of the Tariff is only to be applied to frames 
completely finished or to mouldings (.e., pieces cut to measure and 
provided with a simple fastening so that frames can be made from 
them). Pieces of indeterminate length, ze. not cut to measure 
(‘‘ cornices”) are to pay duty under No. 291 at the rate of 80 lei 
per 100 kilogs.

“ surtax on cereals.” The same tax may be extended to other 
ports and to the land frontiers of the Republic as soon as it is 
decided to undertake systematically the improvement of port 
accommodation and of the navigable rivers. The Government is 
also authorised to maintain in force the tax of from 1 to 5 reis 
per kilog. of merchandise loaded or discharged at certain ports.

MEXICO. 


The “ Diario Oficial’ of 26th December contains a copy of a Law 
authorising the Federal Government to organise 
a Mexican company or corporation to take over 
the properties of the Mexican National and 
Mexican Central Railways, with power to 
acquire, construct, and work any other railway 
lines withm the national territory. The Federal 
Government will hold in its name a number of shares sufficient to 
give it a voting majority at the general meetings; these shares 
will be obtained by exchanging the shares at present held by the 
Government in the Mexican National Railway, and by a subsidiary 
Government guarantee of interest on one class of the mortgage 
bonds to be issued. The bond issues to be guaranteed by the 
Government will be confined to the sum necessary to convert only 
a part of the outstanding bonds of the companies that join the 
combination, and to provide the new company with the funds 
needed for the expenses of its incorporation, the construction or 
purchase of other railways, and for the equipment and improve- 
ment of these lines. The shares giving the Government the 
control cannot be disposed of or encumbered except by the autho- 
risation of Congress. 

According to a despatch which has been received from H.M. 
Legation in Mexico, the Government will have a holding in the 
new company of a nominal value of 113,000,000 dollars gold.

rails, locomotives, bodies of carriages, carriages, waggons, sleepers, 
and other heavy railway material. Material for the construction and 
maintenance of railways is to be landed at Campana, Zarate, 
San Pedro, and San Nicholas. Such material may be loaded into 
lighters in the Roads of Buenos Ayres, and carried in the same 

lighters to the above ports. 

This Decree will be put in force, as circumstances permit, at 
once as regards cargoes arriving, and shall be obligatory from the 
15th March for all vessels which bri ing among general cargo 
for Buenos Ayres small consignments of railw ay material. 

Another similar measure is that forbidding the discharge in 
Buenos Ayres of all inflammables (see ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 4th October last, p. 31, also notice below). These must now be 
landed at La Plata, which as far as entrance dues are concerned, 
forms part of the Port of Buenos Ayres.

Some of 
these are situated near tidal water and not many miles from 
the port of Marmagao. ‘The ore in some cases is of ex- 
ceptionally good quality. The geological formations in many 
parts of the country appear to be highly metalliferous. The 
restrictions regarding mining and prospecting are not onerous, 
and the taxes on mines and their output are, at present, light.

‘The estimated area to be reaped for grain is considerably 
higher than the actual area for the previous season, which was 
195,07] acres. As, however, the present season appears to be a 
less favourable one than that of 1905- 6, the total yield promises 
to be only slightly higher than its predecessor, which amounted to 
2,308,305 bushels, whils st the average yield per acre will probably 
be distinctly lower, last year’s average being 11°85 bushels.

RUSSIA. 


The following information as to the state of the cattle industry in 


Russia is taken from the ‘“ Nachrichten fiir 
Cattle Trade and Handel ” (Berlin) :— 


Industry. The Russian cattle industry is on the down 


grade. During the past decade the amount of its products brought 
on to the market has fallen off 50 or 60 per cent. The cause lies 
in the diminution and deterioration of pasture land. In the cattle- 
rearing region of Russia, which stretches from the foot of the 
Caucasus and the neighbourhood of the Dnieper to the Altai and 
the district of Semirietshensk, the failure of grass in a few localities 
can with difficulty be compensated for by a surplus in other parts, 
owing to the great distances that would have usually to be covered 
and to poor means of transport. In South Russia in the spring of 
last year complaints were frequently heard of the poor outlook for 
the cattle-fodder crops, and rearers were forced to keep their 
cattle only on pasture where rain had fallen. In Rostov-on-Don 
a severe drought set in and all pasture land became parched, whilst 
from the lower Volga and from the Governments beyond the Volga 
similar conditions were reported. The drought then extended 
still further into pasture lands of the South-East. 

At the spring fair larger quantities of ill-fed beasts were conse- 
quently brought forw ard, to meet only a limited enquiry from 
cattle traders on account of the lack of pasture land ; on the other 
hand fat beasts rose greatly in price. Market conditions erew con- 
fused. Cattle generally were greatly in excess of the demand, but 
the prices of well-fed beasts for slaughter experienced an extra- 
ordinary advance. 

The continuance of the drought precluded any possibility of 
grass pasturing, and fodder was only available in a few low-lands. 
The fairs, especially in the South Russian cattle rearing districts 
and above all in the neighbourhood of the Don, remained crowded 
with under-fed cattle. Traders refused to buy even at the reduced 
rates, as they saw no possibility of procuring suitable pasture on 
which to fatten the cattle. 

In the autumn, conditions were still more unfavourable ; fodder 
was lacking, demand was stagnant, and in many cases the ‘surplus 
supply of “cattle had to be sold at sacrificial prices to the 
slaughterer. 








DENMARK.

The exports of butter from Denmark in 1906, 
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amounted to about 159,000,000 lbs., as compared with 160 000,000 
Ibs. in 1905, and 163,000,000 lbs. in 1904. This decline is, 
however, counterbalanced by a notable increase in the exports of 
cr-am and fresh milk, amounting to 4,500,000 lbs., as compared 
with 3,000,000 lbs. in 1905. The value of the imports has increased, 
prices, which were high in 1905, having been raised another 5 per 
cent. in 1906. Nearly all the butter exported from Danish ports 
is consigned to the United Kingdom, the consignments to Germany 
amounted to 3,000,000 lbs. in 1904 and 5,000,000 Ibs. in 1905, 
but fell to 2,000,000 lbs. in 1906. On the other hand, the exports 
of cream to Germany amounted to 14,000,000 lbs., and of milk to 


11,000,000 Ibs. 





SPAIN. 


The “Gaceta de Madrid” of 25rd January contains a copy of a 
Decree appointing a Commision to report what 
measures should be adopted to ensure that the 
prices of cereals, more especially wheat, shall 
without prejudicially affecting the consumer, prove remuneratite 
to the producer. The terms of reference of the Commission are :— 
(1) To study the conditions under which cereals (especially wheat) 
are cultivated, and to report what reforms might be introduced 
therein ; (2) to gather statistics of cereal production, prices, trade, 
and transport; (3) to examine Customs tariffs affecting cereals, 
and the effects of cereal prices on the various interests of the 
nation, together with the relation between the prices of wheat, 
flour and bread, and to suggest practical measures for the 
protection of the consumer. The Commission will hold its first 
meeting on 4th February, and will be expected to report before 
Ath October next.

The ‘ Brazilian Review ” publishes the report of the Commission, 
Future Coffee peer Me — nyt of to Bowery a 
Crop Prospects. 1e Sta eof 8. Faulo on the prospects of the 
1907-08 and the 1908-09 coffee crops, from 
which it appears that the large crops that resulted in 1906 from 
the heavy rains and great heat of the preceding year, have seriously 
weakened the trees. Unfavourahle weather has, according to 
observations made on the plantations of all the principal districts, 
virtually compromised the crop. It is believed, after comparing 
recent climatic conditions with those which contributed to the 
record crop of the past season, that the coming crop will prove a 
record small one, and it is even stated that the prospects for 
1908 are by no means promising. 

Referring to the pruning of the coffee trees, practised on a large 
scale in all the districts of the State, the report remarks that some 
few planters understand and carry it out with intelligence, but the 
larger part simply injure the trees. Some trees had been pruned 
whilst the berry was still on the branches. This devastation 
repeated in many plantations will also contribute to the reduction 
of crops in the future. 

In the most remote parts of the State, up-to-date tools and 
implements are being introduced, and more scientific methods of 
culture are being adopted. 

The conclusion arrived at is that, in view of the conditions and 
facts considered by the commission, the crop of 1997-1908 will 
be much reduced, and will not exceed 5,000,000 bags for all the 
different municipios of the State of S. Paulo and the neighbouring 
districts of Minas, and there is said to be a probability, in view 
of the exhausted condition of the trees due to drought and 
the heavy yield of the present year, of another small crop 
for 1908-1909.

BULGARIA. 


The “ Handels Museum” (Vienna) reports, on the authority of the 
Austro-Hungarian Consul in Sofia, that amongst 
the legislative measures that were brought 
forward at the end of 1906 for the encourage- 
ment of national industry was a Bill relating to 
Chambers of Commerce and Industry. This 
Bill is designed to enlarge the scope of the 
Bulgarian Chambers of Commerce, to guar rantee them greater 
independence in dealing with the interests 6 of trade and industry, 
and to assist them to take that active part in Bulgarian industrial 
life which similar institutions customarily take in other countries. 
Another Bill provides for the reorganisation of the Bulgarian 
Museum of Trade and Industry with a view to opening and 
carrying on branches both at home and abroad, particularly in all 
those neighhouring countries which are of importance to Bulgarian 
export trade. The extension of the information department at 
present in an undeveloped condition—is also contemplated, as well 
as the publication of a special organ in which the commercial 
reports of Bulgarian officials in foreign countries will be utilised.

BRAZIL. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Legation at Rio de Janeiro, forwarding a 
translation of the Presidential Decree, sanction- 
ing the creation of the Caisse de Conversion referred to on p. 527 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 15th December, and p. 624 
of the ‘‘ Journal ” of 27th September. 

The Caisse is prohibited i operating in Exchange, a separate 
Treasury department having been created for that purpose, to 
which 3,000,0001. of the Guarantee Fund are transferred. The 
operations of the Caisse will, therefore, be limited to the issue of 
notes, convertible at 15d. per milreis, against gold received in 
deposit at Rio de Janeiro or at the agency ‘of the Caisse in London, 
for which provision is made in the Decree. For the present, 
however, it is intended to issue notes in Rio only against 
gold brought from or paid into the Caisse; these notes to be con- 
vertible only at the Caisse in Rio. Nothing has yet been decided 
about the Caisse Agency in London; but when instituted, and 
should gold be deposited there, it will, it is stated, be necessary to 
issue another class of notes pdyable in London only. 

According to a further despatch from the Acting British Consul- 
General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. D. R. O'Sullivan Beare), the Caisse 
commenced operations on 22nd December. Mr. O'Sullivan Beare 
has also forwarded a translation of a Decree of 13th December 
formulating regulations for the execution of the first-named 
Decree.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE: 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinyhall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 





on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public witha!l available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘“ Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—T'he Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &e. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland are on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A '‘l'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 


them affecting trade, &c., &. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. in Winter. Special arrangements may be made for the 
visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from al] sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘he ‘‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
